A DECLARATION 
and Reſolution of the Lords 


and Commons in Parliament. 


He Lords and Commons having 
received in a Letter from His 
Majeſtic a printed paper, 1ntity- 
led, 4 Proclamatron for the ſup- 
preſſins of the pr eſent Rebellion, 
under the Command of Robert 
Earl of Eſſex,and the gratiom offer 
of His Majeities free Pardon to 
him, and all (ach of his adherents, as ſhall within ſix | 
dayes after the date thereof lay donn their Arms , Do l 
publiſh and declare, That the matter of this Libel- 
lous and Scandalous paper, 1s the venome of thoſe 
Travterous Councellors about His Majeſtie long | 
ſince diſcovered, and fo often complained of by both

Houſes of Parl:ament , who having for many veers 
rogether carryed on a wicked Deſigne,toalter Reli- 
gion, and to introduce Popery, Superſtition, and 
Ignorance, (the ready way toan Arbitrary and Ty-

ly maintained Agents at Xome , but invited and pro- 
cured ſundry Nuntio's or Agents tobe ſent into this 
Kingdom from the Pope, by which mezns Popery 
and Superſtition was fo far advanced, That nothing 
but the convening of rhis Parliament ( occaſioned 
by the coming of the Scots) could inall humane rea- 
ſon have prevented them in their Deitgne, the onely 
true reaſon, why theſe miſchievous Councelors, 
maligning that power which oppoſes it ſelfe againſt 
their deſtructive and horrid Councells, have now 
at laſt as the Maſter-piece of all their Machinations, 
adviſed His Majeſtic in effec, to proclaim at ofice 
Hi- Houſe of Peers, the hereditarte Conncellors 
of the Kingdom, and his Houſe of Commons, the re- 
preſentative body of the whols Commons of tlie 
Kingdom, to be 2!l Rebells and Traytors : And by 
that paper h2ve endeavoured fo far to blind the eyes 
ofthe People, as ro makethem guilty of their own 
deſtruttio!,by helping to ſubdue & deſtroy the Par- 
liament (the onely meanes under God ro preſerve 
their Religion, Law, and Libertics) and to perfivade 
the Kingdom, that His Majeſtie by the affiſtance of 
Papiſts, and perſons Popithly affeted, will main- 
tain the Proteſtant Religion; That by the help of 
men Utlawed and of deſperate fortunes, will main- 
tain the Laws of the Lo and with fugitives from 
Parliament , and Traytors and Delinquents tothe 
Parliament, will preſerve the Priviledges thereof: 
An attempt ſo deſperate and {o tranſcendantly tk c 
ed, 
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ked, That the Lords and Commons dounanimouſ- 
ly publiſh and Declare, That all they who have ad- 
vited, contrived, abetted, or countenanced, or here- 
afrer ſhall abet arra countenance rhe ſaid Proclama- 
tion,to beTraytors,and Enemies roGod,theKing and 
Kingdom, and to be guilty of the higheſt degree of 
Treaſon that can be committed againſt the King and 
Kingdom, and that they will by rhe aſſiſtance of Al- 
mightie God, ard of all honeſt Engliſh Proteſtants, 
and lovers of therr Countrie,do their beſt endeavours 
(exsn to the utmoſt hazard of their Lives and For- 
tuzes ) to bring all ſuch unparralleld Travtors to a 
ſpecdy and exemplarie puniſhment. And whereas 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament did former- 
lv chuſe the Earl of Eſſex ro be Captain Generall of 
fach forces as are or ſhail be raiſed for the mairte- 
nance and preſervation of thetrue Proteſtant Re11- 
gion, the Kings Perſon, the Laws of the Land, rhe 
Peace of the Kingdom, the Libertie and Propertie 
of the Subject, and the Rights and Priviledges of 
Parliament; The ſaid Lords and Common: do now 
Declare, That rhey will maintain and affift htm, 2nd 
adhere unto him the ſaid Earl, with their lives and 
eſtates, in the ſame cauſe, as in conſcience and duty 
to God, the King, and their country, they are bound 
to do. 

And laſtly, the Lords and Commons do further 
Declare, That notwithſtanding thoſe wicked coun- 
cells which inclined His Majeſtic ro make Wat 
ag1inſt our Brethren of Scotl1z2, and by Prayers and 
Procla- 
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Proclamations read in Churches to pronounce 
them Rebells and Traytors; That withheld His Ma- 
jeſtie from ſetting forthany Proclamation again 
thoſe bloody and barbarons Rebels in' 7rela till 
January laſt, although the Rebellion brake forth the 
2 3 of October before; and notwithſtanding the im- 
portnnity of both Houſes of Parliament, thar a De- 
claration might iſſue to rhat purpoſe, have now ad- 
viſed, and prevailed with His Majeſtie by this Pro- 
clamation, to invite His Subjects to deſtroy His 
Parliamenr, and good peopleby a civil War, and&y 
that means to bring rnine, contuſion, and perpetszll 
ſlavery upon tie ſurviving part of a rhen wrerched 
Kingdom :. Yet the Lords and Commons, to wits 
neſſe their conſtant and unſhaken loyalty and affe- 
Aion to His Mijeſtic, do ſolemnly declare, That 
if His Majeſtie ſhall immediately dicband all His 
forces, and be pleaſed ro abandon thoſe wicked 
Councellours,-and leave them to condigne puniſh- 
ment, and return and hearken ro the wholſome ad- 
vice of Hisgreat Councell, they will really endea- 
vour to make both His: Majeſtie and His poſterity, 
as great, rich, and potent, as .much beloved at 
home, and fezred abroad, as any Prince that ever 
ſwayed this Scepter ; Which is their firm and con- 
ſtant Reſolution.
